Ottawa, Aug. 14.— Delay is threatened 
in the construction of the Rainy River 
railway, for which Mackenzie & Mann 
have the contract. A score of sub- 
contractors have returned here from 
Port Arthur, determined not to accept 
the maximum prices offered by the 
principals, -which are away below those 
of the lowest tenderers. Besides they 
declare they will not accept the condi- 
tions of buying their supplies from Mac- 
kenzie & Mann. 

Major-General Sutton returns to- 
morrow from the States. He spent to- 
day at the Hotel Chnmplain, where 
President McKinley lias been summer- 
ing. 

Prof. Osaam, of the University of 
Munich, has arrived here to make a 
special report on the phosphate and 
other minerals in the Ottawa district.

Percy Selwyn, the agriculturist who 
has been gathering statistics for the gov- 
ernment, reports that the honey crop of 
Canada will not amount to above one- 
fourth the yield of last year. This is at- 
tributed to the late spring, which result- 
ed in tlie hives being weaker than usual. 

Some days before parliament pro-

in the Senate would be Raymond Pre- 
fontaine, M. I\, of Montreal. Official 
announcement of his call to the Senate 
will be made shortly, Bellrose having 
died to-dny. 

It is said at the trade and commerce 
department that tlie present advance of 
two cents in the price of cheese in the 
English markets will, if maintained for 
the balance of the season, amount to a 
benefit of four million dollars to Cana- 
lian exporters.

An Assassin 
At Rennes 



Dreyfus' Chief Counsel the 
Mark for Well Directed 
Bullet. 



Unknown Assailant Escapes 
While His Victim Is in Pre- 
carious Condition. 



High Officials Maintain Their 
Contention of Accused 
Captain's Guilt.

Itennes, Aug. 1-1.— Writing of to-day's 
events, Emily Crawford says: 

The drama at Rennes grows tragical. 
That long becalmed place is stirred into 
a more violent passion than Paris. The 
Parisians are laborious, the Bretons are 
silent and possessed by their belief or 
idea, whatever it may be. 

This afternoon at (j a well-nigh success- 
ful attempt was made to shoot M. La- 
borie, who defended Zola last year, and 
who came here to defend Dreyfus, with 
M. Demange. The would-be assassin 
was evidently a crank, and looked a 
workman. His weapon 'was a revolver. 
The theatre of the crime was the Quni 
Pichmont. It was while Laborie was 
going to the court with Col. Picquart 
and his cousin, M. Gast. When Mad- 
ame Laborie came hp she was sent to 
fetch a doctor, but not knowing the 
town she lost a good deal of time. At 
last she thought of going to tlie court 
and asking there for a military surgeon. 
Doctors Vidai and Reclus were at hand, 
and at once accompanied her. They had 
the presence of mind to ^end gendarmes 
to the barracks for aa ambulance with a 
stretcher and bearers. With deep 
thankfulness they found that M. Laborie 
:ould move his limbs at will. The spine, 
therefore, was not injured. The ball 
had entered at the sixth vertebrae be- 
hind the thorax. It might be imbedded 
in tlie muscles of the back, or have pene- 
trated deeper, injuring tlie lungs. How- 
ir, the thing was to hear the wounded 
advocate to the pretty and gay looking 
villa which he had hired for use during 
the trial. 

The two opposed forces are in line 
of battle. Fanaticism has been appealed 
to. and has answered the call. Col. 
Picquart describes the would-be murder- 
er as swarthy and thick-set, resolute and 
intelligent looking. He thinks the man 
might be a Southron. If so, he must 
have known the country around Rennes. 
It 's a country of small patches of fields, 
separated by hedges, which he was evi- 
dently familiar with. Apparently, he 
knew places in the thicket into which he 
could dive, and in so doing remain con- 
cealed for some time from pursuers. The 
gendarmes that Col. Picquart met joined 
in the pursuit, but fleet runnfhg and 
knowledge of the locality enabled the 
would-be murderer to escape. 

Maitre Laborie is young, handsome 
and full of lusty life and high spirits. 
Mis talents as a speaker are not of the 
highest order, but no other members of 
the Paris bar know better how to use 
law to defeat its object. He can drive 
a motor-car through the code. Until he 
pleaded for Zola, his luck was uninter- 
rupted. He then had an attack of ty- 
phoid fever, which greatly weakened him 
and forced him to neglect business, The 
Zola affair was a great advertisement, 
but it brought him no direct profit and 
created for him endless enemies. lie re- 
fused tile handsome fee the novelist of- 
fered, nor does he accept pecuniary re- 
ward from Dreyfus. 

What a holt from the blue sky the 
morning's events have been to Madame 
Laborie. She seemed the happiest 
woman alive when she set out this 
morning. In less thnn ten minutes her 
life was blighted. M. Laborie, not long 
convalescent from typhoid, is in a bad 
state to receive a ball entering the 
thorax through tlie back. He is now in 
a high fever, and there may bo danger- 
ous complications later. 

The announcement in court of the at- 
tempt on Laborie's life caused a deep 
hush. Solemn silence reigned for per- 
haps three or four minutes. At length 
the Nationalists and Dreyfusites de- 
clared their horror of the crime and 
their sympathy with the victim. Tlie 
sitting was adjourned for a short time to 
enable Maitre Demange to inquire after 
Laborie's condition. During the pro- 
ceedings pending the inquiry the ladies 
grew excited and communicated their 
nervousness to the' gentlemen. As a 
precaution against canes and pistols 
being used as a factor in a light, a gen- 
darme was sent around to take them in 
his care. This led to masculine pro- 
tests and much feminine cackle, but the 
gendarme insisted. The court then re- 
tired.

Casimir Perier spoke of himself only, of 
what he did and said when president, 
lie often snubbed .Mercier, verbally and 
by turning his hack upon him. He had 
little to say of the Dreyfus affair. Gen. 
Mercier paid him hack in scratches that 
almost drew blood.

Keinies, Aug. 1-1 — Labor! left his house 
for the courl at li o'clock this morning.

One nf the laborers, named Patoux, 
who witnessed the shooting, said two 
men of medium height, wearing dark 
soils and round, soft felt hilts, emerged 
from the path and entered the main 
roadway. One drew a revolver and 
lired poinf blank at Labori. lie was 
so near thai il was quite impossible to 
miss. There was a sharp report, and I 
hen id Lnbori, as he threw up his arms, 
cry: " I In, la, la!" I which is a common 
French expression), and he fell Hat upon 
his face, I and one or two others ran 
up, hut the murderers had vanished 
down the lane." 

Gendarmes quickly arrived, nrjd soon 
after word was sent to Madame Lnbori.'

The man was so taken 
back he drew aside and allowed the 
would-be assassin to proceed. Col. Pic- 
qunrt and his brother-in-law, who ac- 
companied Labori on I he way to Lycee, 
pursued the murderer for some distance, 
but being heavy men they wen; unable 
to continue the pursuit, and returned to 
the wounded man, leaving the chase of 
the man to a number of peasants and 
laborers, who declare they heard the 
would-be murderer say, when crossing 
the marshy field: "If I can get away 
1 will go for them" 

Madame Labori was promptly notified 
nf the crime. She rushed In her hus- 
band, ami found him with his head on 
the sidewalk. She throw herself by 
his side, and taking his head on her lap, 
fanned him. Labori was perfectly si ill.

Iteplylng lo the 
court, he said he was the first cabinet 
minister to assume responsibility for 
Dreyfus. lie had closely followed the 
inquiry, and, ho continued, still desired 
to associate himself with the responsi- 
bility of those who. in 1894, protected 
the country and the army against trea- 
son, (Sensation.) Continuing, the wit- 
ness said that aiming the principal points 
on which he based his convictions wits 
the confession of Captain Lebrun-Kon- 
ault, in support of which contention he 
quoted a passage from an alleged letter 
of Dreyfus, bill which in reality was 
part of General Gonzus' report "of the 
minister of war on Colonel Dti Pnty tie 
Clam's report nf the alleged concession. 
M. Cavaignac admit toil the fallibility nf 
human testimony, and said this ought lo 
he taken into account when condemning 
a fellow man, hut he was convinced of 
the guilt nf Dreyfus, because his ac- 
cusers were so entirely in agreement in 
their testimony. The witness also said 
he found additional proofs nf the prison-

Pcrier Confronts Mercier. 
iiennes, Aug. 11. On hearing the news 
of the Labori outrage, owing lo the 

ahseii r Maine Demnnge. counsel for 

the Dreyfus family, who left (he court 
instantly when lie heard nf the shooting 
ami hurried to M. l.ahnri's side, Col. 
Jouauste suspended the sitting of the 
eourl-martiill until 7:45. When the 
court re assembled (Sen. Mercier was 
confronted with M. Casimir Perier, for- 
mcr president nf France. The latter 
declared lhat Mercier's story fold on the 
witness stand on Saturday of the immi- 
nence of war between Germany and 
Fnrtiee in ISO! was grossly exaggerated, 
and complained of tin' action of the 
then Minister of War iMereieri, in mov- 
ing sixty thousand I mops to the frontier 
without consulting him. 

As it was M. l.ahnri's task In lake 
General Mercier in hand, and Demange. 
associate counsel, was quite unprepnri d 
for the task, the few questions put were 
of practical v little effect, and Mercier 
escaped cheaply. Moreover, M. De- 
mange was deeply affected by the at- 
tempt In assassinate his colleague, and 
was quite unable In do justice to him 
self. 

When General Mercier was recalled, 
he reiterated Ins belief thai Kstorhnzy. 
in spite nf the bitter's own deelnral ion, 
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the technical chin 
bordereau, ami thai 
the bordeieuu alone established ih 
fact that treason had 
from the bureau of tin 
staff, and from an otllcer win 
to secure all the information 

According in M. Cavaignac, even in 
his attempts to hide his crime, the ac- 
cused bad allowed words lo escape him 
which indisputably established his guilt, 
(everything, according to this witness, 
condemned Dreyfus, ami he claimed, in 
spile of the prisoner's denial, it was es- 
tablished that be had been everywhere 
where il was necessary to procure the 
information in question. It was estab- 
lished, the witness asserted, that the 
prisoner had copied plans of the proposed 
concentration of the army. Witnesses, 
he claimed, would testify in support of 
this assertion. M. Cavaignac next dis- 
cussed the denials of Dreyfus, and said 
his excuses of lapse of memory were 

iiimlmissable. Dreyfus, he claimed, was 
aware of the changes in the bridge corps 
belonging to the artillery, and also of the 
details of the concentration. Why then 
the witness usked, had he denied this 
Knowledge? 

It was impossible, according t,, M 
< avaignne, to credit Hint Bslerhuy.y was 
a traitor, even admitting the hordeau 
was written by him. Esterahzy, he in- 
sisted could only have acted as the in- 
termediary ,,f nn accomplice. The in- 
quiry of the court of cessation proved 
treason was really committed, and he, 
Cavaignac, had not based his conviction 
of the culpability of Dreyfus solely on 
the handwriting of the bordeau. In the 
secret dossier, he pointed out, there were 
many (dements for conviction mid he 
proposed to discuss all the allegiat ions 
■ made by foreigners witli the view of ex- 
culpating Dreyfus. For instance, there 
would be official denials which would 
leave room for the truth to escape. He- 
sides it was quite possible the accused 
was guilty of treason without having had 
direct relations with the agents of a for- 
eign government and a certain ambassa- 
dor had admitted Ins military attache 
had spied under [he immunity granted to 
diplomats. 

Col. Jouauste asked M. Cavaignac to 
explain the discovery of .-the Henry for- 
gery and the witness repeated the state- 
ment he had already made on the sub- 
ject. He dwell at length on M. Cuig- 
not's long investigation. Replying to 
another question, M. Cavaignac said his 
statemeiii that Dreyfus went to Hrus- 
sels in I he middle of 1894, rested on 
hearsay. 

M. Onvaignac introduced during the 
(•nurse ..f his evidence n memorandum 
written in German, asking for various 
information wanted by the embassy, 
which appears In have been unearlheil 
from the archives of the bureau of infor- 
mation of the war office. He said he 
believed ir was written by a military 
attache. M. Demange asked why M. 
Cavaignac, wlm was so anxious to in- 
criminate Dreyfus, had not produced 
this doenment in the chamber of depu- 
ties. The witness replied thai he hail 
other means of reaching the end. Coun- 
sel for the prisoner then questioned M. 
Cavaignac in regard to his statement 
lhat Cen. De Boisdeffre was absent 
from Paris November ti. when Gen. 
Mercier declares he was there. The 
witness replied that De Boisdeffre was 
certainly absent on that date. Gol. 
.li iiauste remarked that this point would 
he elucidated when Cen. De Boisdeffre 
appea red. 

Comment by Dreyfus. 

Col. .louausle then told Dreyfus lo 
rise, and ashed him if he had any re- 
marks m make upon tin- evidence. The 
prisoner in a low voice replied: " I am 
astounded Hint the man who produced 
hambor tile 
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has already disposed of." (Great sensa- 
tion). 

Another Fixed Enemy. 

Iiennes, Aug. 14. General Zurlinden, 
also a former minister nf war. was the 
next witness. He truversed 111" old 
ground, and declared nothing, not even 
Ksterhazy's concession, bad occurred to 
chnn«e ids convictions. The prosecution 
of Dreyfus, Ihe witness asserted, was 
quite unforeseen, and therefore the idea 
of machinations was untenable. The re- 
iteration bv General /urlinden of his 
lirm belief 'that Drc.vfus wrote the bor- 
dereau caused excitement. 

M. Denial. ge suggested that if Colonel 
Kabie had not thought of examining the 
writing of the probationers, the border- 
eau would then have been eternally bur- 
ied in the archives of the ministry of 
war. "and." he remarl;"d, "if this is Un- 
ease, il must be evident there was 
nothing in the bordereau which impli- 
cated Dreyfus." General ZUrllnden, in 
a li-oubled voice, nchno wledged this fact 
conclusively, and tried ' to explain. M. 
Demungo, however, got him to admit 
il was not till nftor condemnation that 
ilu study of (he bordereau seemed to- 
Indicate it was the work of u proba- 
tioner. 

In reply to further questions, General 
Zurlinden said that in order to fellow 
the whole truth In regard to tho nbr- 
derenu, they must have the fom- notes 
therein mentioned, They must, fie sc- 
oured. 

At this point Dreyfiw Interjected: "I 
associate myself with these words, my 
Colonel, I desire the truth. 1 only 
ask for the truth." These statements 
caused excitement in couri. 

General CWunjpine then testlUc-a. He 



briefly nfllrincd his belief in the culpa- 
bility of the prisoner. 

The appearance of M. Hanotnuss, the 
former minister of foreign affairs,, who 
followed ti i ui in the witness box, reawak- 
en! .1 tin- interest of the uudiencc. M. 
Hlinot.'tllS declared he hud nothing, to 
add to Uis evidence given before the 
courl of i-yjisation. He then related- ho-w 
he was in n (J acquainted with the Drey- 
fus affair I y General Mercier and M. 
Dupuy, illlii read Ihe notes giving the 
ohservatin,,, || U thought right In make 
to General Mercier regarding the proof 
collected against Dreyfus. When pen- 
ning the notes he foresaw the dilllculties- 
wiiich speedily developed, and when it 
became necessary to publish official 
notes in order to satisfy n foreign em- 
bassy he forthwith requested General 
Mercier li, cense the prosecution of the 
affair. I i 1 1 1 General Mercier was ob- 
durate, mid the affair proceeded. 

M. DeilidUge inquired whether M. 

[Iunotiiu-N was awur ' the uncertainty 

connected with the translation nf the 
telegram dated November 2, 1804. 

The former foreign minister replied 
that uncertainty was the rule in such 
cases. Hi; was only aware of the one 
drawi ub la the foreign ofllee, which 
alone was communicated to the war min- 
ister. Tim representative of Ihe gov- 
ernment having excused M. Casimir- 
1'erier. General Mercier and M. Hnno- 
taux Dun, further attendance, unless re- 
summoned, Ihe court rose at noon, and 
adjourned until Wednesday. 

The Day's Incidents. 

Cen. Billot's expressions of esteem for 
Col. E'iequarl and .M. Seheurer-Kestner 
came as n surprise. He only raised his 
voice when he explained he sent the 
Col. K> Tunis, owing *„ his meddling in 
matters foreign to his duties, hut he 
insisted in giving Col. Picquart a mis- 
sion t danger and al the same lime en- 
trusted him with a post of honor. 

M. CnVuJgnnc gave his. testimony in an 
oratorical manner, with marked intona- 
tion and jn the way he might deliver a 
speech in the chamber. He maintained 
liis belief in ihe truth of the confessions 
of Dreyfus, and contended that his atti- 
tude throughout was that of a states- 
man. 

Dreyfu s did not create a very favor- 
able impression when at the conclusion 
of M. Ciivaignne's testimony he was 
asked if pe had anything: to say. The 
prisoner replied in a declamatory 
fashion, with his hand on bis heart, that 
the court of cassation had already dis- 
posed of M. Cavaignae's arguments. 
The speech of Cavaignac. however, cer- 
tainly nbpearod to make an impression 
on liis liearersi 

During the adjournment of the court, 
in consequence of the announcement of 
the attempt on the life of M. Labori, 
the audience engaged in violent alterca- 
tions -v ( .r tin' incident. M. Mercier, 
editor nf the tiaulois, expressed the 
opinion ihat all the newspapers ought 
to regard themselves as responsible for 
the outrage, whereupon Madame Savar- 
ine loudly protested, saying: "No, 'tis 
you win, ought to he held responsible 
for what happened." The clamor finally 

I ame so violent that the gendarmes 

were force, l to separate the combatants 
.■ind take away the slicks of all those 
present. 

M. .Inures, the socialist leader, who 
was in court, remarked that the arrests 
made in I'aris had for their sole object 
to forestall a St. Bartholomew massacre 
for the Preyfusjfrds, and that the at- 
tempt ed murder of M. Labori at Rennes 
was one of the scattered acts of the pro- 
jected massacre. 

Dreyfus must undoubtedly have been 
profoundly moved by the attack on his 
champion, who, for all be knew, might 
be dead or dying, yet the prisoner main- 
tained the same immovability as hereto- 
fore, and did not give in court the 
slightest indication of bis emotions. 

The depositions of Cen. /.urlinden, 
Chunoihe and of M. ETanotaux were lis- 
tened t„ closely, hut the session was 
utterly devoid of any exciting incidents, 
the mass of testimony being directed 
against Preyflis, and lack of trenchant 
oriticlstn, owing to the absence of the 
defence's right arm, naturally left an 
impression unfavorable to the prisoner. 

Cen. Mercier was acclaimed on leav- 
ing the courl:,. and M. Casimir Perier 
was Riveted with cheers anil counter- 
cheers for I lie army. The gendarmes 
dispersed ihe most noisy nf tin; ilemon- 
st raters but there was no scribes dis- 
order.

Texts of Derisions in two Re- 
cent Cases Important to 
British Columbia. 



Why the Chinese Prohibition 
Fails— Leave to Appeal 
the Hobbs Case. 



The Canadian Gazette, of London, of the 
■'21th of July, has reports of proceeding of 
the Judicial committee of the Privy Council 
In British Columbia appeals. 

In the matter of the Esquimau Na- 
nalmo Railway Company vs Uohbs, a pe- 
tition by the Enqulnmlt & Nanalmo Hall- 
way Company asked for special leave to 
appeal from a Judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Canada of May 30lh, lS'Jl), from 
any resorvutlou of mines and minerals, or 
whether, as the petitioners contend, the 
■lues and minerals under the laud should 
be reserved to them. Their lordships grant- 
ed tile .petition, liitlmntliig that the peti- 
tioners must pay the costs if It was so dc- 
elded after hearing the appeul. 

MADDEN AND N. & F. S. BY. CO. 

Madden and another and the Attoruey- 
Uoneral for British Columbia (Interveuaut) 
t. the Nelson & Fort Sheppard ltalhvay 
Company and the Attorney-General of the 
Dominion of Canada (lutervenunt)— Was an 
appeul from the Judgment of the Supreme 
Court of British Ooluuauui of August lbth, 
181)7, reversing a decision of his Honour 
Judge Forlu lu the County Court for Koo- 
leuay. 

The action was brought to recover $110, 
the value of two horses belonging to the np- 
.pellautH, .Messrs, Hubert and Anthony Mad- 
den, livery stable keepers at .Nelson, which 
horses, having strayed on to the respondent 
company's railway, were Injured by a pass- 
ing train. The company were liable only 
If they were under an obligation to fence 
their railway under the Cattle Protection 
Act of .British Columbia. It was admitted 
that the railway was not fenced In accord- 
ance with the provisions of that statute. 
The Question raised oa the appeal was 
whether the Cattle Protection Act, 1891, 
was Intra vires the piovlncial legislature 
to uny .and what extent. The Nelson it 
Fort Sheppart Hallway Company was in- 
corporated by an Act of the Legislature of 
British Columbia, but by petition prayed 
that the railway he declared to be a work 
for the general advantage of Canada and 
the company a body corporate within the 
Jurisdiction of the parliament of Canada. 
Accordingly the railway was so declared by 
statute, and It was provided that the Hall- 
way Act of Cnnnda should apply instead 
•f the British Columbia Railway Act. In 
1SU1 the legislature of British Columbia 
passed the Cattle Protection Act, which, 
after .reciting that railway companies In- 
corporated under the authority of the par- 
liament of Canada or declared to be for the 
.general advantage of Canada did not recog- 
nise any obligation to fence their Hues 
against cattle, and that It was Just that. 
In the -abseuse of proper fences, the com- 
panies should be held responsible for cat- 
tle injured or killed, proceeded to make 
enactments with that view. In the present 
«ase the county court Judge decided that 
the Cattle l'rotectlou Act applied, and that 
the company were liable to the appellants 
for the loss of their horses. The Supreme 
■Court, on .appeal, reversed that decision, 
holding that provincial legislation, so far 
as It purported to extend the liability of 
the company beyond that imposed upon 
them by the Canadian Railway Act, was 
■Bltra vires. From that Judgment the pres- 
ent appeal was Instituted, and the Attor- 
ney-General for British Columbia and the 
Attorney-General for Canada were permit- 
ted to Intervene In the Interests of the 
province and the Dominion, respectively. 

The Lord •Chancellor, in delivering the 
judgment of the board, said their lordships 
were of opinion that the judgment of the 
Supreme Court ought to he affirmed. The 
course of i the argument had been rather to 
suggest that, there was no express direc- 
tion of the statute to create any erection 
or construction of the works of the railway 
and thus to avoid the objection of Its being 
ultra vires. Hut their lordships were nut 
'disposed tn yield to that suggestion, even 
If it were. true to say that that was only 
an indirect mode of causing the construc- 
tion to be .made, because It was a very 
familiar principle that on,' could not do In- 
directly what one was prohibited from do- 
ing directly. It was at, understatement of 
the difficulties In the way of the appellants 
to speak of It tis an Indirect operation of 
the statute to enact thai the companies 
.should erect fences and provide against the 
I particular class of accident which hail hap 
pened In the present cane, because the prov- 
incial legislature which passed the enact- 
ment seeiued to have been under the iin 
;press!on that they were proceeding directly, 
and the preamble that the Dominion Par- 
liament had neglected proper precautions, 
and that they were going to supplement 
the provisions .which In their view ought to 
have been made, and they thereupon pro- 
ceeded to do that which they recited and 
which tin; Dominion Parliament had omit- 
ted to do. It would be impossible, In their 
lordships' opinion, to maintain the author- 
ity of the Dominion Parliament If such a 
proceeding were allowed. The law seemed 
to have been laid down with sufficient pre- 
cision in tile lion Secours case, where it 
was (decided that, although any direction 
of the provincial parliament to create new 
works on the railway and make a new 
drain and to alter Its construction would be 
beyond the jurisdiction of the provincial 
parliament, they were not exempted from 
the municipal law, us It then existed, that 
all landowners. Including railway compan- 
ies, should (dean oot itliolr ditches so as to 
iprevcnt a nuisance. In -the present ease 
ithere was the actual 'provision that there 
-should he a liability .on tthc .rnllway com- 
pany unless they created such and such 
works upon their line. That was manifest- 
ly and clearly beyond the Jurisdiction of 
the provincial legislature. .For those rea- 
sons their 'lordships would humbly advise 
Her Majesty that the appeal should be dis- 
missed.

BUYDEN VS. UNION COLTJEKY COi 
This was an appeal from an order of the 
Supreme Court of I'r'.'.Jsh Columbia of July 
18, 189S, Affirmfctg n decision of Mr. Justice 
Drake. 

'The Hon. Edward Blafte, Q. C, and Mr. 
CassUJy (hotli of the Canadian liar) appear- 
ed for the itppeliajts; Mr. Taylor, Q. G, (of 
the Canadian liar), for thp respondent; Mr. 
Haldnne, Q. C, and Mr. Charles A. Hussell, 
Q. C., for the Attorney-Ges^rnl of British 
Columbia, 

The arguments were recently heard he- 
fore a hoard .composed of Lirrd Watson, 
Lord Hohhouse, Lord MaenaglReit, Sir 
nichard Couch and Kir Edward Fryc, when 
Judgment was reserved 1 . 

J/ord Watson, in delivering their Lord- 



ships' Judgment, said that the appellant 
company curried on the business of mining 
eoal by meaug of underground mines In 
British Columbia, and had employed, and 
still continue to eiupioj, Chinamen In the 
working of their mines. By section -1, of 
the Coal Mines Regulation Act, 18U0, It Is 
expressly enacted that "No boy under the 
age of 12 years and no woman or girl of 
uny age, ami no Chinaman shall he em- 
ployed in or allowed to be for the purpose 
of employment In any mine to which the 
Act applies below ground." The present 
act was Instituted by the respondent, Mr. 
Bryden, who is a shareholder In the com- 
pany, lie asked (li for a declaration that 
the company had no right to employ China- 
men in certain positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility or as laborers in their mines 
below ground, and that such employment 
was unlawful; anil 1U1 for an injunction re- 
straining tlie company from so employing 
Chinamen and from using their funds In 
paying the wages of Chinamen. The re- 
spondent averred that the employment of 
Chinamen was a source of danger and In- 
jury to other persons working In the mines, 
which Involved the liability of the company 
for damages, and was also injurious and 
destructive to the mines. He also pleaded 
that tlie employment of Chinamen In those 
capacities was contrary to the statue law 
of tlie province. Tlie appellant company 
denied that there was any risk of Injury 
arising either to other workmen in their 
mines or to the mines from the employment 
of Chinamen as underground miners. They 
pleaded that, In so tar as they related to 
adult Chinamen, the enactments of section 
•1, of the Coal Mines Regulation Act were 
void as being ultra vires of the legislature 
of the province of British Columbia. The 
Attorney-General of the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia had, In tlie character of In- 
terveuaut, become a party to the litigation. 
The controversy had been limited to the 
single question whether the enactments 
under section 4 were wlthiu the competen- 
cy of tlie British Columbia legislature. 
That question directly concerned the legis- 
lative authority of the legislature of Brit- 
ish Columbia, which depended upon the 
constructions of sections ~i and 111! of the 
British North America Act, ISO". These 
clauses distributed all subjects of legisla- 
tion between the parliament of tlie Domin- 
ion and the several legislatures of the prov- 
inces. In assigning legislative power to 
one or other of those parliaments, it was 
not made a statutory condition that the 
exercise of such power should be, In the 
opinion of a court of law, discreet. In so 
far as they possessed legislative Jurisdic- 
tion, the discretion committed to the par- 
liaments, whether of the Dominion or of 
the provinces, was unfettered. It was the 
proper function of u court of law to deter- 
mine what were the limits of the Jurisdic- 
tion committed to them but when thnt 
point had been settled, courts of law had 
no right whatever to Inquire whether their 
Jurisdiction had been exercised wisely or 
not. There could be no doubt that If sec- 
tion ill! of tin' Act of 1807 had stood alone, 
and had uot been qualified by the provi- 
sions of tlie clause which preceded, the 
provincial legislature of British Columbia 
would huve had ample Jurisdiction to enact 
section 1 of tl,,- Coal Mines Regulation Act. 
The subject matter of that enactment 
would clearly have been Included In section 
92 (10), which extended to provincial un- 
dertakings, such as the eoal mines of the 
appellant company. It would also have 
been indicated in' Bcctlon 112 (18), which 
embraces property and civil rights in the 
province." But section 1)1 (25), extended 
tlie exclusive legislative authority of the 
parliament of Canada to "nat uralizatloiiand 
aliens," and that section concluded with 
a proviso to the effect that "any matter 
coming within any of the classes of sub- 
jects enumerated in this section shall not 
be deemed to come within the class of 
matters or a local or private nature com- 
prised in the enumeration of the rlnsses 
of subjects by tliis Act assigned exclusive- 
ly to tlie legislatures of the provinces." 
Section 1 of the provincial net prohibited 
Chinamen who were of full age from em- 
ployment In underground coal workings, 
ry alien when naturalized In Canada 
cme ipse facto a Canadian subject of the 
Queen, and his children were not aliens 
requiring to be naturalized, but were na- 
uiral-born Canadians. It could hardly 
have been Intended to give the Dominion 
parliament the exclusive right to legislate 
for the latter class of persons resident In 
Canada, but sect ion 111 (2.">|, might possibly 
onsU'ued as conferring power In the 
of naturalized aliens after naturali/.a- 
The subject of "naturalization" 
seemed prima facie to Include the power of 
enacting what should b" the consequences 
of naturalization, or, In other words, what 
should be the rights and privileges per- 
taining to residents In Canada ufter they 
had been naturalized. It seemed clear that 
the expression "aliens" in that section re- 
ferred to and at least Included all aliens 
who had not yet been naturalized, and the 
words, "no Chinamen" In the Provincial 
Act certainly Included every adult China- 
man who had not been naturalized. Mr. 
Justice Drake, wdio tried the case, and the 
full court, on appeal, were of opinion that 
the enactments of section 4 of the Coal 
Mines Act. were within the legislative au- 
thority of the provincial parliament, and 
they decreed that the employment of 
Chinamen In the company's mines was un- 
lawful, and they granted an Injunction re- 
straining the company from employing 
them. The provisions of which the validity 
had been thus affirmed by the courts below 
were capable of being viewed In two dif- 
ferent aspects, according to one of which 
they appeared to fall within the subjects 
assigned to the provincial parliament by 
section 02 of the British North American 
Act, 18<17, whilst, according to the other, 
they clearly belonged to the class of sub- 
jects exclusively assigned to the legislature 
of the Dominion by section 01 (25). They 
might be regarded as merely establishing a 
regulation applicable to the working of 
underground coal mines, and, If thnt were 
an exhaustive description of the substance 
of the enactments. It would be difficult to 
dispute that they were within the compe- 
tency of the provincial legislature by vir- 
tue either of section 02 (1ft), or section 1)2 
(13). But the leading feature of tlie enact- 
ments consisted In this— thnt they had. and 
could have, no application, except to China- 
men, who were aliens or naturalized anto 
Jects, and thnt they established no rule 
or regulation, except that thoNo aliens or 
naturalized subjects should not work, or. bo 
allowed to work, In underground coal mines 
within the province of British Columbia. 
Their lordships saw no reason to doubt 
thnt, by virtue of section 01 (25), the legis- 
lature of the Dominion was Invested with 
exclusive authority In all matters which 
directly concerned the rights, privileges and 
disabilities of the class of Chinamen who 
were resident In the provinces of Canada, 
They were nlso of opinion thnt the wholft 
pi tli and fiubfltnuco of the enactments of 



section 4 of the Coal Mines Hegulation Act, 
In so far as objected to by the appellant 
company, Consisted In establishing n sta- 
tutory prohibition which affected aliens or 
naturalized subjects, and therefore trench- 
ed upon the exclusive authority of the par- 
liament of Cnnnda. The Judges who de- 
livered opinions In the full court noticed 
the fact that the Douilnlou legislature had 
passed a "Naturalization Act, No. 113 of 
the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1886," by 
which a partial control was exercised ( 
the rights of aliens. Mr. Justice Walkem 
appeared to regard that fact as favorable 
to the right of the provincial parliament 
to legislate for the exclusion of aliens, 
being Chinamen, from underground coal 
niinrs. The abstinence of the Dominion 
parliament from legislating to the full limit 
of Its powers could not have the effect o: 
transferring to nny provinclnl leglshitun 
the legislative power which had been ns 
signed to the Dominion by section ill of tin 
act of 1807. Their lordships would there 
fore humbly advise Her Majesty to reversi 
the judgment appealed from, to find and 
declare that the provisions of section 4 or 
j the Britisli Columbia Coal Mines Hegula 
I Hon Act, 1SD0, were. In so far us they re- 
| lated to Chinamen, ultra vires of the prov- 
incial legislature, and therefore Illegal, 
and to order that the plaintiffs do pay to 
the company the costs Incurred by them In 
both courts below, as the same should 
taxed. The respondents, other than 
intervenant, must pay to the company their 
costs of this appeal.

THE NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL 
RAILWAY 

The Toronto Globe prints n map of 
"the general outline of the proposed new 
transcontinental railway." It shows a 
line beginning at Quebec and terminat- 
ing at Fort Simpson. The Globe thinks 
the name will probably be the Canada 
Northern. There is not much in a 
name, but we rather fancy the British 
Pacific as a title for the new under- 
taking. 

The Great Northern Railway of Can- 
ada is to furnish connection between 
Quebec and Ottawa. Thence the Otta- 
wa, Arnprior & Parry Sound line will 
give connection as far west as Georgian 
Bay. Front Parry Sound a line is now- 
being extended towards Sudbury. The 
immediate object of this line is under- 
stood to be, although the Globe does not 
say so, to form part of a line to James 
Bay, and we have information to the 
effect that it is in contemplation to strike 
across country north of the C. I*. li. and 
make a junction with the Rainy River 
road, now under course of construction 
from Port Arthur to Winnipeg. Prom 
Winnipeg westward the Dauphin line 
will be utilized. This is already in op- 
eration for a considerable distance, and 
the financial arrangements have been 
completed for its extension to Port Al- 
bert on the North Saskatchewan. It 
will be extended to Edmonton almost im- 
mediately. Thence the line is to run to 
and through Yellow Head 1'ass. The 
Globe then indicates a route down the 
Eraser to Fort George, up the Neebaco 
valley, and so on to the Coast. This is 
largely a matter ot surmise. The ( Col- 
onist has reason to think that the pro- 
jectors of the enterprise have not ar- 
rived at a definite conclusion on this part 
of it. It has ground for thinking that 
within three years -work will be begun 
on the Pacific end of the proposed rail- 
way. 

If any one will take the trouble to 
trace the proposed line on a map, he 
will see that the suggestion that it will 
be a case of paralleling the C. P. R. is 
a mistake. It will parallel that line 
only in the same sense that the Great 
Northern parallels the Union Pacific. 
They both run from east to west, but 
through wholly different territory. For 
a short distance in Manitoba the lines 
will be near enough to each other to be 
competitors for traffic, but west of Win- 
nipeg they diverge widely, so that when 
Prince Albert is reached the lines are 
200 miles apart in a direct line. When 
the Rocky mountains are reached the 
mails will be very widely separated, and 
the new line will net in tile remotest 
sense be a competitor with the present 
one. 

So far as Oriental traffic goes, there 
will be rivalry between the two lines 
but hardly competition, for then? will be 
business enough for both of them, if the 
promise of the present is fulfilled by the 
future. 

The probability i s that this new schem 
will embrace a line to Hudson's Buy, so 
located as to give the shortest possible 
route from the Pacific to this great in- 
land sea, which is navigable for nearly 
as long a period every year as the St. 
Lawrence. 

Our impression is that this new pro- 
ject bids fair to be the chief feature in 
Canadian development during the next 
ton years. There is abundant room in 
the Dominion for such an undertaking. 
The great central belt of Canada has 
hardly been touched upon, so far ns the 
realization of its vast potentialities is 
concerned. The Colonist lias taken oc- 
casion on several occasions to point out 
the immense resources of this belt, which 
is probably better fitted for the support 
of population than that portion of the 
country lying next tin; international 
boundary. We look for a time when a 
lino will be extended westward from 
Qucltec, cutting off the angle now nec- 
essary to be followed by the route via 
Ottawa, and this with a bridge across 



Paspebiac will afford a new winter 
route from the Interior. Canada is only 
beginning to grow. The splendid suc- 
cess of the Canadian Pacific will givc- 
an impetus to future development pro- 
jects. 

THE SESSIONAL INDEMNITY. 

While we commend the action of the 
government in declining to itsk the house 
for an increase of the parliamentary in- 
demnity this year, we think it very evi- 
dent that such an increase ought to be 
made. The voting of extra indemnity 
to themselves is not a very graceful act 
on the part of members of a legislature." 
Many people will recall how the whole 
English-speaking world some years ago 
rang with denunciations of the famous 
•'salary' grab" of the United States 
congress. No one contended that the 
$5,000 sessional indemnity then fixed 
was too high, but the objection was that 
members who agreed to serve for a cer- 
tain sum should make themselves i 
present of more than twice as much 
The members of the present House of 
Commons agreed to accept a certain in 
demaity, and while we do not think it is 
enough, they ought not to take any more. 
At the same time the law ought to be 
changed so that the next house will re 
ceivc something like due compensation 
for the sacrifice of time required. 

To the majority of the members of 
parliament the indemnity of $1,000 a 
session cannot be sufficient to compen- 
sate them for the time devoted to tin 
public service. Very few members 
enter parliament for the sake of the in- 
demnity. We do not know that it is 
desirable that any should do so, but as 
we have not in the country a leisur 
class who can afford to devote their 
time to the public service gratuitously, 
we hold that the indemnity ought to be 
sufficient to be something like adequat 
compensation fur the time taken from 
private affairs. There would be very 
general approval of a measure increasing 
the indemnity by 50 per cent., when the 
sessions extend four months. This 
would of course mean that in the major 
ity of sessions the full indemnity would 
he paid, but it would prevent the larg 
sum from being paid in case of a short 
session, which may be held at any 
time. 



AUSTRALIAN FEDERATION. 

There is being worked out on tin- great 
island continent of Australia one of 
those remarkable problems which se 
to be the special product of British 
genius. Six great colonies are about 
to be federated under one government 
which while not in any degree interfer- 
ing with the autonomy of any one of 
them, will combine them all for mutual 
advantage and the advancement of Im 
perial interests. The first example of 
this genius of self-government was 
given by the thirteen American colonies, 
which united to obtain what they 
deemed their rights from the crown. It 
must never be forgotten that they were 
Britons who drew up ihe Declaration of 
Independence. If it had not boon that 
there sat on the throne of the United 
Kingdom at that time a man, who was 
doing his best in his stupid way to live 
up to his mother's injunction. " (ieorge, 
lie a king." there would have been no 
American revolution. The second ex- 
ample was furnished by Canada. Aus- 
tralia is giving the third, and we may 
expect the fourth from South Africa. 
The British genius for self-government 
is no longer checked by a sovereign who 
sets the maintenance of the prerogative 
above tin- welfare of the people. 

Under the act of confederation passed 
by the British parliament in the session 
which closed the other day, the 
five colonies of Australia and the

phraseology of the British North Amer- 
ica act, which declared the united prov- 
inces to be the Dominion of Canada. 
The act is to be brought into force by 
proclamation within a year. Each 
colony enters the Commonwealth as a 
state, which we think is a happy title. 
The parliament of the Commonwealth 
is to consist of a Senate and House of 
Representatives. Here the phraseology 
of the United States constitution is 
adopted. Senators are to be chosen 
directly by the people, each state to con- 
stitute one electoral district until the 
federal parliament divides them. Bach 
of the original states is to have six sena- 
tors, but the number may be increased. 
The term of office is six years, Bubjeet 
to dissolution, and senators are to retire 
by rotation, one-half every three years- 
Tin? House of Representatives is to con- 
tain when practicable twice as many 
members as the Senate. No state is to 
have less than five members, any further 
representation to be according to popula- 
tion. This will give a house of 7(! mem- 
bers and a senate of 30. The term of 
the House of Representatives is to be 
three years. The sessional indemnity is 
to be *2,000 a year. Fending legisla- 
tion by parliament there shall be only 
seven federal ministers, and their united 
salaries 71111st not exceed $60,000. At 
the outset the only public departments 
to be taken over are those of excise and 
customs, the others to be assumed by the 
federal authority as soon as convenient. 

An important provision is that for ten 
years the Commonwealth must not 
spend for federal purposes more than 
one-fourth of the revenue of the Com- 
monwealth, and must return the re- 
mainder to the several states. This 
may be changed at the expiration of ten 
years by the federal parliament. 

The states retain all the powers not 
expressly taken away by the net. We 
do not observe in the constitution any 



governors of the states, which we as- 
sume must be left in the crown as at 
present. 

The new- movement for Australian 
federation is in some respects the most 
important political incident of recent 
years. The constitution is in some parti- 
culars an advance upon that of Canada, 
and may serve as a guide towards the 
greater consummation of an Imperial 
Federation, It gives a minimum of 
centralization, but as full provision is 
made for the assumption of larger 
powers by the federal parliament, it will 
be interesting and instructive to watch 
how this feature of the proposed U'evn 
will work out. 



A COMMON SENSE STATEMENT. 

We reprint an article from the Boston 
Advertiser, which shows that the whole 
United States has not gone into hys- 
terics over the Alaskan boundary. Our 
neighbors down on the Sound have 
taken clean leave of their senses in this 
connection. When one gets as far 
south as Portland and sees the views 
expressed in the Oregotnan, he findc a 
disposition to admit that perhaps Can- 
ada has some small claim to equitable 
consideration. Down ia San Francisco 
there is an effort to he fair in a ponder- 
ous fashion, with the display of ignor- 
ance on geographical subjects which is 
so characteristic of the newspapers in 
thai quarter of the country. In Chicago 
the newspaper pulse on the aubject is 
almost at fever heat, which is probably 
owing in part to proximity to the 
Canadian border, and in part to the 
fact that the Chicago papers rejoice in 
the possession of the most lurid corps of 
correspondents on this ('oast to be 
found anywhere in the world. in New- 
York there is a somewhat calm consid- 
eration of the point at issue, but it is 
when we come to classic Boston that 
the case is honestly put. lias it not al- 
ways been recognized that " Boston 
knows beans " V Down in the Southern 
States the idea seems to be Unit the 
ownership of a few square miles more 
or less of country up in the neighborhood 
of the Aurora Borealis is not a very 
important matter anyway. 

In view of this variety of opinion, we 
venture to express the view that a little 
reasonable firmness on the part of Can- 
ada and the exercise of strict care to 
keep within her rights under a just in- 
terpretation of the treaty will secure all 
we desire, and that is fair play. We 
commend tin- Advertiser's article to all 
persons who are of opinion that a sensi- 
ble treatment of a question affecting 
Canada is not to be expected from any 
newspaper printed in the United States.

AUSTRALIAN SHARES SYSTEM. 

A new and practical development of 
the co-operative principle is rapidly 
gaining ground in the Australian agri- 
cultural districts, especially those of New 
South Wales. It is known as the 
shares system, and represents combined 
effort on the part of landlord and tenant 
in agricultural production, the profits, 
after payment of expenses, being divided 
ill proportions mutually agreed upon 
before-hand. The terms vary according 
local conditions, but the system 
brings landlord and tenant closer to- 
gether than is possible under any other 
tenure, giving to th" former absolute 
security for his rent, and tha latter 
security for his labor and the assurance 
that a crop failure will not render him 
liable for real which has not been 
earned. The system owes its introduc- 
tion to the fact that the heavy losses 
of stock occasioned by drought, and 
other causes during a series of years 
have taught many Of the great pastoral- 
ists the unwisdom of depending for 
revenue on wool alone, more particularly 
considering that much of the land de- 
voted to grazing purposes is eminently 
suitable for agrieulttne. Hence several 
onccived the idea of cutting up por- 
tions of their estates into small farms 
and leasing them to suitable tenants on 
mutually advantageous terms. The sys- 
tem in New South Wales and Victoria, 
where it has been most largely adopted, 
is much the same. The leases have a 
urrency of three or more years, and 
the land is handed over to the tenant fit 
for the plough — that is to say, all the 
small timber is taken out, and the 
arger trees rung, excepting those re- 
terved for shade. The tenant finds the 
iced and all labor, horses, implements 
and machinery required for putting in 
and taking off the crop, receiving two- 
thirds of the produce in payment. In 
addition to providing the land, the own- 
rs in Dome instances provide bags for 
a third of the crop, which is their pay- 
ment, and pay for all water used in irri- 
gation. This Inst provision is much 
appreciated by tenants, as all they have 
to do when desiring to irrigate, either 
before- ploughing or when the crop is 
growing, is to provide labor for putting 
the water on the land. The-, farmer, 



under this system, is under nn obliga- 
tion to expend any of bis capital in tak- 
ing up land, while the land owner is 
freed from all the trouble and worry of 
management. In not a few instances 
the tenants have the option of purchas- 
ing the farms leased by them, and in 
this way many have become small free- 
holders. For practical agriculturists 
desirous of settling in New South Wales 
no better system could be devised, as it 
enables them to make a profitable use 
of their capital, instead of having to 
lock it up in land- Tin? immensity of 
the area under sheep enables many 
thousands of acres being placed under 
cultivation, without risking a shortage? 
in the supply of wool from that cause 
alone. Moreover, the New South 
Wales pastoralists are beginning to 
realize the fact that in woo! and meat 
production quality is of more importance 
than quantity. The shares system is 
also applied to dairy fanning, and with 
marked success. No tenant is allowed 
to hnve a farm too large to be properly 
managed by himself. The result is that, 
as a rule, each farm is cultivated to its 
fullest extent. Wheat is the favorite 
crop, lucerne coming next. The land- 
owner in some instances furnish the 
whole of the requisite machinery, the 
tenants resorting to the ballot as a 
means of deciding the order of Use. The 
earlier crops arc always rich by reason 
of the bind having been grazed over by 
stock for many years, but as the crop- 
ping continues, frequent manuring be- 
comes necessary'- 111 the majority of 
instances the farmers working on the 
shares principle earn considerably more 
than is required for the maintenance of 
themselves and families, and this sur- 
plus profit generally goes to the forma- 
tion of a fund for the purchase of the 
farms leased by them, where there 
exists no stipulation to the ocntrary.

The fear that .1. II. Gilchrist, of 
Craigflower road, committed suicide be- 
cause of grief nt the death of his well' 
loved wife, boc-nuie a practical certainty 
yesterday morning, when the police 
were informed by Mr. C. II. Bowes that 
a iniiii fully answering the description 
of the missing carpenter wits the pur- 
chaser of ten grains of strychnine ut his 
pharmacy on Government street last 
Friday evening— only a short time after 
Gilchrist had alarmed bis friends by 
asserting that lie had no longer anyone 
nor anything to live for. 
_ Such a man was seen, too, early on 
Saturday morning, walking rapidly in 
the direction of Macaulay Point— and 
the police, us well as friends of the un- 
happy family, are convinced that (iil- 
hrist either died by the agonies of 
Irychnine poisoning or hurled himself 
rom flu- rocks, to perish by drowning. 
It is quite possible that, to make assur- 
ance doubly sun-, he took the poison and 
then east himself into the waters of the 
Straits. 

-VII that was mortal of the wife and 
mother was borne to the grave in Boss 
Hay cemetery on Sunday afternoon. It 
was a dreary, ruin-saddened day, and 
tin- hearts of the mourners were made 
doubly heavy by the tragedy that they 
COllld not but feel was woven about the 
disappearance of the husband and 

father. Dev. Dr. Wilson, of the 
Church of Our Lord, officiated, assisted 
by Rev. 1). MucRae, faster of St. 
Paul's church, Victoria West. Messrs. 
L. Tuit, C. W. Jenkinson, I!. J. Styles, 
•I ■ Nankivi-1, J. Atkins and L. Butter 
were the pall-bearers. Others of the 
residents of the western suburb, where 
Mr. and .Mrs. Gilchrist had for some 
time past been residents, attended the 
funeral in numbers, or laid summer 
(lowers upon the casket in token of their 
sincere distress ami sympathy. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Gilchrist were of 
English birth, but had lived in Victoria 
for many years, being notable for their 
mutual devotion in their married life, 
carried Indeed to an extreme, that luiil 
won feu- them a reputation for mild 
eccentricity. They were inseparables, 
ami each found complete happiness in 
the society of the- other. When the 
children come— for there nre three in the 
little family so suddenly bereft of both 
father and mother — tney were tin- con- 
stant companions of both parents when- 
ever they appeared in public, Mr. Gil- 
christ invarinbly carrying the- youngest, 
even when the "long-dresses" period of 
babyhood had not been passed. 

It was te, have been expected that the 
homo would at least have been comfort- 
ably furnished, for the bread-winner 
had always been employed at the highest 
wages paiel his craft, and was economi- 
cal even to penuriousness in his 'daily 
life-, yet when death opened till' doors 
to the neighbors, it was found that the 
home was fitted with n scantiness com- 
mon only to the living places of the very 
poor, and happily seldom met with in 
Victoria. There were, for example, few 
ordinary dishes or cooking utensils; the 
children's mat tresses were placed on the 
lloor for want of bedsteads; and the 
blankets were woefully scant and few. 

What disposition Mr. Gilchrist could 
have made of his monev is accordingly 
puzzling the western suburb almost as 
llllieh as the mystery of his fate. 

The West Victoria. ,s have not let 
curiosity blind them, however, to the 
duties of humanity and the necessities 
ut' a pitiful case, and the three helpless 
and orphaned children have been taken 
into coin fortable homes, where they 
will lie made to feel that they are wel- 
come until Mrs. Gilchrist's relatives in 
ICngland can be communicatee! with. It 
is understood that they are people of 
both wealth and prominence. 

Mr. Gilchrist was a man of perhaps 
8!) years, the fact that England was bis 
country betrayed in every word of his 
speech. His height was about six feet: 
his frame substantially large. lie had 
bluish-grey eyes: a heavy sandy mous- 
tache ami small "mutton-chop" whis- 
kers; hair of the same color as his 
moustache; and usually dressed in light 
grey. 

It was a man of this description that 
was seen hurrying In Point Macaulay on 
Saturday morning. It was just such a 

man wl aim- to Mr. Howes on Friday 

evening, in search nT ten grains of 
strychnine for the stated purpose of kill- 
ing a cat. Mr. Howes when shown a 
photograph of the missing Gilchrist, 
identified it as that of his Friday even- 
ing customer. 

Tin- npplicnnl for strychnine had 
Mated to the druggist that his name was 
Polly and bis residence 31 Kay street. 
He had said thai the poison was not for 
bis own use. hut for that of a neighbor 
named Gilchrist who wanted it to de- 
stroy nn annoying cat. There are two 
Bay streets iii Victoria, hut on neither 
is there a No. 31, nor a resident named 
Pelly. 

It is therefore almost beyond question 
that unhappy Gilchrist was the pur- 
chaser of the poison, and that lie has 
used it with fatal effect. Sergeant 
Elawton, Special Officer Johnston and 
Constables Redgrave anil Walker, all of 
whom have been engaged in the search, 
find all their discoveries in the case 
bearing corroborat ively in this direction.

New Flagship. 



The Old Favorite Warspite Re- 
turns After Seven Years' 
Absence. 



Relieved Imperleuse In South- 
ern Waters— Long and 
Uneventful Trip. 



H. M. S. Warspite, the flagship of 
Kear Admiral L. A. Beaumont, the new 
officer appointed to take command of the 
Pacific squadron in succession to Rear 
Admiral Palliser, has reached Esquimau 
from England. She arrired here after 
her long voyage lnsting since April 18 — 
the day she left Plymouth— at 3 o'clock 
yesterday ufternoon. As she entered 
port the customary salute was fired, sig- 
nals were exchanged in quick succession 
■with the Amphion, and small craft put 
out from shore. When the big black 
•hip tied up to the mooring-buoy, boats 
swarmod about her gangway, but no one 
was allowed on board for upwards of a 
couple of hours. The story of the Wnr- 
spite's trip is brielly told, there having 
been no incidents of an extraordinary 
nature, and no storms of greater than 
gale force. The ports of call were Ma- 
dera, St. Vincent, Montevideo, Sandy 
Point, Valparaiso, Coquimbo, Call no, 
Paito, Tuboga Island, Culebra Bay and 
Acapulco, which port she left on June 
23. The Imperieuse was met at Coquim- 
bo, where Hear Admiral Beaumont for- 
mally assumed command of the North 
Pacific squadron. While south, the Le- 
nnder was also met, she being at pres- 
ent the only member of the fleet other 
than the Egeria, making a survey of the 
proposed route for the Pacific cable, in 
Southern latitudes. 

The Warspite is well known to all of 
seven or eight years' residence in this 
city, and what is better several of her 
officers who were on her when site left 
here for England in 1802 are on her 
now. Since that year the ship has been 
flagship of the Queenstown fleet, in ser- 
vice off the Irish coast. Just before re- 
commissioning for this station, she was 
in dock for 8 months, and £1>0,000 spent 
in making improvements, including some 
new guns. Her heaviest armament con- 
sists of four 22-ton guns, 9.2 in. The aux- 
iliary armament is composed of 10 5-ton 
q. f. guns, in.; four 0-pounders, q. f.; 
nine 3-pounders, q. f.; six machine guns 
and two 0-pounders, q. f. ; six torpedo 
Juhes, eighteen torpedoes (Whitehead), 
and two torpedo boats. The Warspite, 
herself, is officially described as a first- 
class armored composite cruiser of 8 400 
tons, and 8,000 I. H. P. She carries a 
crow of 500 all told, but had with her 
supernumeraries on arriving yesterday, 
a. total number of G10 aboard.

But when It did It 
was engerly aid auslously discussed by 
the camp flres of the adventurers who were 
chasing gold In the Blue mountains. The 
principal camp was near the head waters 
of the Powder River, mid the miners by 
unanimous consent decreed that that spot 
should henceforth be called Sumpter. Such 
Is the origin of the town of Sumpter, and 
It is now, as It was then, a mining camp, 
and nothing more. 

But Its growth has been by no meatis 
commensurate with the golden promise 
of Its birth. And thereby hangs a tale. 
A few days ago I climbed one of the peaks 
of the Blue Mountains the better to gauge 
the nature and the contour of the country. 
And from a vantage ground seven thous- 
and feet high, I surveyed scene after scene 
of mountnin umlesty and beauty. Three of 
these mountains, the Towder, the John Day 
ami the Burnt river. Look at a map of 
Oregon and trace these rivers to the moun- 
tains where their tributaries ramify, and 
you will get some idea of the nature of a 
region that Is as rich in treasure as any 
on the globe. 

Multitudinous torrents, creeks and rivu- 
lets make music in the glens anil gorges, 
and the hunter who chases giune and gold 
through these forest clothed mountains, 
must be an old-timer before he can tell 
you whether the murmuring brook In the 
gorge below is tributary to the John Day, 
to the Powder or to the Burnt river.

The 
glimpse or the tossed and heaving ocean 
tills the mind of romantic youth with awe 
and wonder; lint a vision of sublime moun- 
tain scenery like that which tills the eje 
from the summit of the Ibex Is far more 
wondrous and far more awe Inspiring. 

And It Is in the midst of these moun- 
tains that nature has bidden fabulous gol- 
den treasure. Then- Is net a torrent, 
stfeam. rivulet or river born In this moun- 
tain land which does not roll over sands of 
gold For well nigh forty years the pla- 
cer miner' has been digging the yellow 
metal out of the sands and bars of everj 
river whose source is here.

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GLACIERS A MENACE. 

Citj of Seattle Had Narrow Escape on 
Recent Excursion. 

According to Rev. Alexander Lackey, 
D. D., permanent clerk of the Presby- 
terian synod of Washington, the excur- 
sion steamer City of Seattle, as well ns 
the City of Topeka, lias come within an 
ace of being crushed like an egg-shell 
by the treacherous ice-bergs having their 
birth in Glacier Bay. It was during the 
special trip which the Seattle has just 
completed, under charter of the synod, 
a call being of course included to see 
the majestic Muir glacier, a solid mass 
of gleaming ice rising to a height of 250 
feet — which represents an average thick- 
ness— with a length of 40 miles and a 
breadth of 20. The glacier-faco has 
this summer been exceptionally treach- 
erous, the detonation of the bergs fall- 
ing from the glacier to the sea constitut- 
ing a perpetual sound of bombardment 
The separated masses of ice travel n 
considerable distance under water be- 
fore shaping their drift, and it was one 
of these coming to the surface that 
brought the ship into jeopardy. It 
lifted so close indeed that the outer rim 
scraped the paint from the Seattle's 
nearer side, while the wave created was 
sufficient to carry the big steamer out 
to sea, bobbing like a cork. According 
to the crew. Glacier Bay has never boon 
so full of float ice, bergs, chop and 
tlocs, as it is this summer. The Seattle 
for the voyage which she completed yes- 
terday was under special charter to the 
synod of Washington at the substantia! 
figure of $1,000 per day.

Cabinet Representation Claim 
Made Stronger by Admis- 
sion of the Premier. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Aug. 7 — Slowly the session of 
parliament is wearing itself out, and to- 
day there are not more than one-third 
of the people's representatives in attend- 
ance on their parliamentary duties. 

Col. Prior the other evening made a 
strong rase ill favor of compensation to 
thirteen gentlemen who are property 
owners at Macuulny Point. He pointed 
out thai according to the admission of 
the departmental officers, the gentlemen 
who purchased lund at this point from 
the Hudson's Hay Company for resi- 
dential purposes had just ground for 
compensation. In INDii three of the 
proprietors wen. offered, without preju- 
dice, an amount equal to 25 per cent, on 
the amounts which hnd been paid for 
the respective properties, with interest 
ul li per cent. Since then the other 
owners have licen pressing their claims. 
:\ ith only in:Lffi'ren| su: : ; ss I hus in 
March of this year Mr. II. VV. Keloid, 
of Montreal, one of the interested par- 
lies, was advised that the governnit'iil 
was not responsible in any way fur 
(lainagt's, ami thai therefore the claim 
could uol he entertained. Col. Prior 
could not understand why some should 
be compensated and others in exactly the 
same position refused compensation. He 
urged that ill least the government might 
allow them to tnke their cases, or one 
case on behalf of all, to the Exchequer 
court, nnd if the court found in favor of 
Ilic claimants, then the obligation would 
rest on the government to see that com- 
pensation was forthcoming. Dr. Borden 
In reply said a memorandum on this 
question had been prepared for hint, 
hut unfortunately he had mislaid it. He 
promised Col. Prior to take up the ques- 
tion immediately after the session, and 
■•each :i conclusion one way or the other. 
Die recognized that Col. Prior, being on 
the spot and familiar with all the cir- 
cumstances, n great deal of weight was 
to be given to his opinion. 

The discussion upon the proposed in- 
creases in salary to the ministers of 
customs and inland revenue was of a 
most interesting- churn etcr. It brought 
up incidentally the question of provincial! 
representation in the government. Oh 
this point Mr. "Wallace mndo some tell- 
ing observations. lie alluded to the 
fact that the province of Quebec had 
seven representatives in the government, 
ns against five from Ontario, although 
Ontario lias -10 ner-cent. more representa- 
tives u\ the house, and -lo per cent,' 
,.,rv> pujMlln t'on. On thi-i basis Ontrir'o 
would he entitled lo ten members in the 



government. Ho did not advocate such 

a large cabinet, but the infer* e was 

obvious that Quebec's representation 
should be reduced by half. Then it was 
that Sir Wilfrid Lnurier repudiated the 
views expressed by .Mr. Fielding the 
other day, when, replying to Col. Prior, 
he condemned the member for Victoria 
for presenting the sectional view, as Mr. 
Fielding termed it, that all the provinces 
should be represented. The Premier's 
words were as follows: 

"At no time in my career did I ex- 
press the opinion that the cabinet was 
too numerous; on the contrary, as my 
experience grows, the more I hold to 
the view that, situated as we are. with 
such a large country to administer, we 
must have representation from all sec- 
tions of the country— from the east, the 
centre and the west. I differ from some 
of my honorable friends on this question, 
who thought .that we might reduce the 
number of the cabinet. I never ex- 
pressed those views, nor do I entertain 
them now. I do not see how the pres- 
ent government nor any other govern- 
ment could dispense with any member 
■ if the cabinet, nor reduce the number. 
At the present lime there is a com- 
plain! against the present representation 
in the cabinet that some of the provinces 
are insufficiently represented. So if we 
arc to be logical in this matter, there is 
no reason at present why the cabinet 
should be reduced." 

Why, then, the people of British Col- 
umbia may well ask, is their province 
mil represented in the cabinet? Col. 
Prior, who was attentively following the 
debate, rose immediately after (he Pre- 
mier ami pressed the point home. His 
remarks, which are well worth giving, 
were ns follows: 

"I notice that the right honorable 
leader of the govern ill eii I did not agree 
with the remarks made a few days ago 
by the minister of finance in reply to 
me wh'Mi I iiskcl for representation in

Such 
being the case, 1 think this is the time 
for me to say once more thai I thinls 
there ought to be a true Hritish Colum- 
bian in the cabinet to represent his 
province." 

Several opposition members objected 
to the retroactive feature in the bill in- 
creasing the salaries of the two minis- 
ters. It was contended that when they 
took office they did so under a compact 
with the country to accept the salaries 
us provided by parliament. The govern- 
ment, it was held, was doubtless within 
its rights in suggesting an increase, but: 
it was maintained with great force that 
there was no justification in (luting the

Mr. Joseph Martin, ex-attorney-gen- 
eral of British Columbia, was yesterday 
suspended by the benchers of the law 
society for one week, the suspension to 
take effect on October 1, for practising 
champerty. This date mentioned was 
chosen to enable Mr. Martin lo appeal 
from the decision of (he benchers to the 
Full court, at its September sitting, and 
thus have the courts pass on the matter 
before the suspension takes effect. There 
is some doubt as to whether the old 
English law prohibiting the practice of 
champerty applies to British Columbia. 

The charge against Mr. Martin was 
formally made at the last meeting of 
the benchers, the complainant being W. 
I.. Nichol, defendant in the case of Cun- 
essa vs. Nichol. He claimed that Mr. 
Martin, who was acting as counsel for 
Cnnessn, entered into an agreement with 
CilIH'SSll thai if lie won the case be was 
lo receive half the money the court 
awarded Canessa, and a lease of a quar- 
ry, over which the action arose, al a 
nominal rental. Several witnesses were 
examined before the benchers yesterday, 
after which Mr. Martin admitted the 
charge, anil the suspension was decided 
upon. The resolution passed follows: 

"That upon reading the complaint 
made by W. I>. Nichol against Joseph 
Martin.
